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Report  of  School  Board 


Early  in  the  year  a  visit  to  all  our  schools  was  made 
by  State  Superintendent  Morrison,  with  the  result  that  a 
letter  of  recommendation  was  received  from  him  stating 
that  repairs  must  be  made  in  our  school  houses  to  conform 
to  rules  laid  down  by  the  State  Board  of  Health. 

A  special  meeting  was  called  with  the  result  that  the 
Board  was  given  power  to  hire  the  necessary  money  to 
make  repairs. 

The  Hawkins  and  Town  House  schools  have  been  put 
in  thorough  repair.  All  newly  plastered,,  pamted,  seats  re- 
varnished  and  positions  changed,  new  blackboards,  cur- 
tains and  a  new  floor  at  the  Town  House  school.  The  re- 
pairs at  the  village  will  be  made  during  the  summer  vaca- 
tion. 

We  invite  your  attention  to  the  repair  account  in  the 
School  District  Treasurer's  report. 

The  state  course  of  study  was  adopted  and  schools  re- 
graded.  A  uniform  list  of  new  books  is  in  use  throughout 
the  town  and  we  feel  now  that  teachers  and  scholars  can 
work  with  a  definite  aim  in  view. 

It  was  a  disappointment  to  close  the  village  schools  on 
account  of  whooping  cough,  but  we  fully  intend  to  make 
up  lost  time. 
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It  is  a  pleasure  to  say  that  our  teachers,  all  with  ex" 
penence,  have  been  conscientious  and  painstaking;. 

Our  scholars  entering  High  School  last  Fall  stand  near 
the  head  of  their  classes. 

George  S.  McCrillis  was  appointed  truant  officer  and 
the  attendance  has  been  improved. 

In  order  to  keep  our  schools  up  to  the  standard  as  re- 
quired by  the  State  an  interest  in  school  work  must  be 
felt  by  the  whole  town. 

Don't  find  fault  unless  you  have  seen  the  work  of  the 
school.  Don't  criticize  the  schools  in  the  presence  of 
scholars.  Talk  with  school  board  or  teacher  and  all  work 
for  the  betterment  of  the  children. 

Miss  Emma  G.  Sheldrick  of  Wilton,  N.  H.,  and  Miss 
Annie  F.  Glidden  have  had  charge  of  the  village  schools 

Mrs  Mary  E.  Lovett,  the  town  house  school,  and  Miss 
Elsie  Bartlett.  of  Bethel,  Maine,  the  Hawkins  school 

We  recommend  that  the  Selectmen  raise,  by  taxation, 
$200. 00  for  tuition,  S125.00  for  supplies,  and  $100  00  for 
supervision  in  case  compulsory  supervision  law  passes.
